These varying assessments may 
have been at the root of tbe marked 
difference of tone between Begin and 
Dayan in their public statements 
after Ismailiya. Begin radiated op- 
timism, while the foreign minister 
stressed tbe problems and dif- 
ficulties that were obstructing 
progress. 

The soureee oloee to Begin believe 
that Israel and Egypt wonld have 
reached a “joint declaration of prln- 
ciplea” at lemalliya, as had been 
hoped and Intended, if not for tbe 
hoxdllne intercession at a crucial 
moment of Bsmat Abdul-Maguld 
and other Egyptian Foreign 
'Ministry men, who drew Sadat away 
from a compromise on tbe Palesti- 
nian clause of the declaration. 

Kaguld, Egypt's ambassador to 
the UN, led the Egyptian delegatlim 
at the Cairo conference. 'Hie sources 
close to Begin single him out os the 
toughest negotiator in tbe Egyptian 
team at Ismailiya. They also point a 
finger at the new foreign mtaister, 
Mohammed Kamel, as another 
hardliner whose advice had a stiffen- 
ing effect on Sadat. 

They s^ that during the Sunday- 
night working session Sadat and 
Begin had stepped outside to discuss 
privately the Palestinian obstacle 
jinrf bad returned with a formulation 
umt would have been acceptable to 
both sides. It spoke of “a just solu- 


tion to the problem of the Palestinian 
Arabs.” But the Egyptian diplomats, 
led by Maguld, Immediately at- 
tacked this formula as “unaccep- 
table to Bgjrpt."

It would have defined tbe 
overall aim of the parties as tbe con- 
clusion of “peace treaties,” and 
would have spelled out the principles 
laid down in UN Security Council 
Resolution 242 aa the agreed baaes 
for their negotiations. (Most of these 
points hod been hammered out dur- 
ing the preceding fortnight by tbe 
“legal working group” of the Cairo 
conference.) 

“tacredlhle — but true,” was how 
one Israeli participant at the 
Ismailiya talks described the spec- 
tacle of diplomat Maguid taking 
issue with Us president, ta front of 
the Israeli team, and eventually abitr 
ting him from his declared position. 

TOe sources close to Begin recall- 
ed yeeterday that Sadat himeelf has 
admitted several times tbat he ig- 
nored or overruled his profession^ 
advisers when he decided to visit 
Jerusalem. Premier Begin, the 
sources explained, was now seekizie 
to persuade Sadat to continue to re^ 
on bis own understanding ot Us 
people's deeires, and once a^n to 
overrule Us professionals, who ore 
primarily concemed with tbe Inter- 
Arab effects of his actlone. 

Other government sources, 
however, wonder whether tbe “in- 
credible” tacident at the Ismailiya 
talks was not staged — or at least 
connived at — by Sadat, so that he 
might appear ta tbe eyes of the 
Israeli side as a leader laeltaed to 
moderation but forced to take ac- 
count of some tougher voices within 
his ruling establishment. 

These sources soy they cannot 
believe that Sadat would allow 
himself to be constrained by Qie 
mandarins of his Foreign Ministry 
who are, after all, men unknown to, 
tbe vast mojbrity of bis people. 


Making a Government slatem ent 
to lead off tbe &iesset debate on the 
peace proposals which Israel has put 
to Egnit, Premier Begin said: “We 
did our share.

He dated figures In the U.S. Ad- 
ministration, Congress and Jewish 
community who have praised 
Israel's plan, noting tbat he had also 
briefed Britain end France, 

On the domestic scene, Begin said, 
he was engaged in a painful argu- 
ment with some of his best friends. 
Because of past, shored tribulations, 
he said, they would always remain 
his friends. 

“But we have no alternative,” he 
added. “One hae to accept respon- 
sibility with the degree of civic 
courage without which political 
decisione are Impossible. 1 have no 
doubts that tbe (tovemment's way is 
the only way which will make 
negotiations and a peace agreement 
posrible.” 

The Prime Minister said the od- 
minlatratlve autonomy plan for the 
Arabs in Judea, Samaria and Gasa 
would have no meaning if Israel did 
not maintain responaibUlty for law, 
order and security there. IDF 
soldiers would have to be stationed 
ta Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Were it ever proposed that Israel 
withdraw ita fbrees, and let the PLO 
take over, he aaid, Israel would 
never entertain such an idea for one 
rin^e moment. But tiiat is ' triiat 
would happen if Israel pulled out. 

The PLO wants to finish off 
Egypt's President Sadat with a 
ain^e bullet, as Jordan's lOng Ab- 
dullah waa finished off at the Si Aksa 
mosque, he warned. 

“Anybody who wants an agree- 
ment with us will have to accept our 

iaOta. Samaria end i^asa,. aloorg 
with other security amingements,” 
he said. 

Premier Begin explained that 
while Israel wonld not shelve its 
claim to sovereignty over Ertetz 
Tisrael, ft was ready to leave the 
question of sovereignty open. Inter- 
nationally, tUs waa considered to be 
fair, be ^d. 

After listing tbe 36 points of 
Israel's proposals for self-rule ta 
Judea and Samaria, which would be 


subject to review after a five-year 
period, he explained the proposals 
for peace with Egypt. 

The elements involved tiiere would 
Include demilitarization, reduction 
of forces, and an Israeli military 
pxusence “for a period of years," un- 
til final withdrawal to tbe inter- 
national border. Free navigatioa ta 
the ^an Straits would be assured 
either by a United Nations force, 
which could only be withdrawn by 
agreement of both countries and the 
Security Council unanimously, or hy 
joint Israel-Egyptian patrols. 


In his reply to the debate. Begin 
said he had told Gush Emunlm they 
should get rid of their Messianic 
complexes and go about their 
business displaying greater modes- 
ty. 

He went to great lengths to 
demolish Geula Cohen with paternal 
irony for having compared the shock

Settlers demonstrate outside Knesset

More than 1,000 settlers from tbe 
administered . territories 
demoutrated outside tbe Khesset 
yesterday against Prime Minister 
Meuahem Begta's peace plan.

“We’U create a big fuss and they’ll 
have to ibinic it over. Begin doesn’t 
understand what’s going on.

Nehamkln told The jenualem Post 

Hbwever, should these protests 
fall, “We will not hesitate to block 
roads and hold protest 
demonstrations even including 
violence,’’ he said. Asked whether 
violence could be esqiected, be said, 
‘T’m not say^ no. I view this as 
practically a matter of life and 
death.” 

Tltzbak Bar-Lievav, who leads the 
-moahavlm of Ha'oved Hazloni, 
suggested immediate settlement of 
sites the government has approved. 
Ibis should serve as a demonstra- 
tlon of support for the 20 zhoshavim 
and 90 other settlements in the ad- 
ministered territories, be said. 

The press conference was attend- 
ed by representatives of^the 
Farmers Federation, tbe 
Agricultural Union, the Moshav 
Movement and the moebavlm af- 
filiated with Herut, Bapoel 
Hamlsracfai (the National Religloua 
Party) and Poalei Agudat Yisrael. 
Some 130,000 people who account for 
1 per cent of Israel’s population, live 
in 360 mosbavlm and moahavot 
throughout tbe country. 

. ”We'U take all posslhle steps to 
prevent an upheaval (in the 
settlements) movement out of them, 
or — God forbid — a aituation where 
•settlements find themselves outside

Bach was lodging an appeal before 
the Supreme' Court against tbe 
leniency of Janssen’s sentence, and 
against the fact that she bad been 
acquitted by tbe Tel Aviv District 
Court of working for a foreign agent. 
The state attorney argued that a 
more k^eal interpretation should 
be given to the definition of “foreign 
agent” In law. . 

Felicia Longer, appealing on 


behalf of Janssen against the severi- 
ty of the sentence, argued that her 
client was "sick, neurotic and 
cbaracterlees,” and asked that the 
court shbw clemency. She also asked 
that the Supreme Court uphold the 
•District Court’s ruling that the 
FFLP, as an organizatton and not a 
state, could not operate "foreign 


Althou^ she was absolved of the 
"foreign agent" charge, Janssen 
was convicted on two other charges 
— endangering the security of the 
state, and aiding and abetting a 
hostile organization.

Supreme Court takes T.A. 
magistrate off two cases

CAIRO. — An uximistakeable air of 
let-down and dlsllluslanment settled 
over Egypt on Tuesday after the 
Chrlstmae summit at Ismailiya fail- 
ed to produce the dramatic 
breakthrough to peace that ICgypt 
eatyected. 

. But there was no sign of any 
backlash against President Sadat 
personally, and Egyptian offieiaia 
and edltaial writers strove to put 
the weekead'f events in tbe best 
possible light. 

After a month of daring In- 
novatlcms and startling firsts that 
have marked Sadat’s personal cam- 
paign tor peace, a brief is likely. 
Xf It accomyiiabea aotfatog else, tte 
respite should halt tbe cycle of soar- 
ing hopes and gloomy tears that 
have churned the emotions of' the 
BQfptlana since Sadat’s speech in 
the Bhesset. 

is occupied this week with 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. Officials on Sadat's staff 
said that after Schmidt's nfqp<a.i 
three-day visit, tbe two leaders are 
e:i^eted to take a brief vacation 
togeVter in Aswan, in Upper Egypt, 
and that afterwards Sadat will go on 
to Sudan. 

to the meantime, Egypt is plan- 
ning a new public relations cam- 
paign to seek International support 
for Sadat's on a separate 

Palestinian state on the West Bank, 
n is dUfieiilt to see what more Sadat 
could do to Influence world opinion 
after a month of almost daily 
newspaper, and televtaion Inter- 
views, but It been announced 
that Egypt will send “messages and 
If necessary special envoys'* to other 
heads of state — especially Arab 
rulers and western leaders who have 
good relations with Israel. 

Some observers here think that if 
the Impresaiaa spreads that tbe sum- 
mit was a failure — a debatable 


point — it could bring some Arab 
fence-sitters down on the side away 
from Sadat and give new ammuni- 
tion to the rejecttonlsts. One objec- 
tive of the messages Sadat la to send 
Is to prevent the spread of such 
views. 

Egypt ia also prepartog ita own - 
detailed propduls ajbout the future 
of the West Bank and the 
PalestiniaRB. At the weekend sum- 
mit, Sadat rejected the proposal tor. 
"self-rule’’ brought by Prime 
Minister Begin; but diplomatic 
sources said the Egyptians were not 
prepared with specific counter- 
proposals. 

Egyptians Interviewed at random 
said they felt Sadat had not got near- 
ly enough in the way of Israeli con- 
cessions tor the risks he took in going 
to Jerusalem, and that they had 
pected more from the tomalliya 
meetiag. 

Th(a is a logical consequence of the 
over-optimistic build-up given to the 
meeting by the Cairo press, with of- 
ficial encouragement. 

: "The Egyptian press was at 
j^ault,” a well-educated pensioner 
said. "They made It seem that 
everything was all right and that we 
were on the way to Paradise. Now 
the pec^e are ^sappointed.” 

If the jwess raised hopes too Ugh, 
some (d the blame must be shared by 
officials of the Foreign hOUstry, tbe 
Information Ministry and tbe 
presidentlaj staff. 

Throughout much of last week 
they were putting out the word that 
Important and perhaps decisive 
results were expected from the 
Ismailiya talks. What appears to 
have happened is that both Egypt 
and Israel underestimated the 
other's determination to hold out on 
points that seem to them vital. 

The prevailing view in the govern- 
ment was summed up by an official 
on Sadat’s staff: 

“It would be wrong to dwell Just on 
the negative aspects," he said. "But 


tbe fact is the Israelis haven't made 
the bard choices-. We tlio^ht they 
had. They should realise that Sadat 
could have gone on running this 
country tor 90 years as the hero of 
the October war, with tbe same old 
slogans. But he didn't lie took the 
rlsn because he wants peace; and now 
it's time for world opinion to make 
Israel understand that" 

ISie Cairo press said on Tuesday 
that the real lesson of Ismailiya was 
that Sadat had proved to Israel and 
to hie Arab critics that he would not 
sell out tbe Palestinians to get a 
separate peace with Israel. 

"It was neither e:q>ected nor was it 
logical that the Ismailiya meeting 
would achieve the desired peace in 
one leap ... Gamine peace is a hard 
process requiring courageous and In- 
tensive efforts, and the peace which 
Egypt wants is not based on a 
separate peace with Israel," said the 
mass-circulation . "Al-Gombouria.” 
Hie fact that Sadrt and Begin reach- 
ed points of a g reeme n t aa well as dis- 
agreement, the pityer said, is "in 
itseU an important step on tiie road 
to peace.” 

The editor of the most influential 
paper, “Al-Ahram," Aly Hamdy 
Gamal, cited what he said were the 
achievements of the conference. 

In less thaw one day, he sold, Sadat 
and Begin reached the point where 
Israel proclaims its respect for 
Egypt's rightful borders, tbe two 
negotiated directly on tbe real 
Issues, and they agreed that all 
Issues are nego^ble. This should 
show the Ara'b rejectlonists, he said, 
that Sadat Is really making 
progress. 

“Hw difference over the Palesti- 
nian cause is only natural end ex- 
pected," be said. "No <me could have 
expected that Israel would 
acknowledge a Palestinian state so 
readily and quickly. Tbe question 
needs time, ^tieace and an objec- 
tive outlook.”

By TOBAM WAanwwam 
gamaalom Post Beporter 
IHGDAL. — Several dosen residents 
of this Lower Galilee village 
demonstrated outside the loca l coun- 
ell buQding here yesterday to protest 
the "total deterioration" of ttelr 
* settlemenL 

One of the oldest Jewish 
settlements In the country, Mlgdal 
was founded on the shore of 
ELmeret in 1910, But it is today me 
of the most depressed and backward 
agricultural villages in Israel. 

The demonstrators elaimed that 
since the local council resigned two 
years ago and was replaced by a 
committee appointed by the Interior ‘ 
Ministry, things have become steadi- 
ly worse. They gave newamen a list 
of some 20 demands, including new 
roads and more agricultural land. 

' Particularly disgruntled are the 
so-called “new immigrants" — the 
more than one-third of Mlgdal’s 860 
inhabitants who came from Morocco 


28 years a^. They live in a single 
neighbourhood In the settlement 
which one of them described as “a 
modem shun." They have been un- 
able to acquire agricultural land and 
feel that their situation is 
“hopeless.” 

The head of the committee now 
running the settlement. Moahe Aiufi 
(a former chairman of the Lower 
Galilee Regional Council), said that 
the land question is indeed one of the 
settlement's most pressing 
problems. 

He pointed oat tost some twi^ 
lUrds ef Mlgdal's total land Is owned 
by abont 8,990 absentee UndlMds — 
mostly Jews in tbe U3. wbe bouglrt 
the land to omall lots some M yean 
ago.

Jew! invited by ihe Warsaw 
g i w m m me ptt soid that tbe Poles are 
also Interested In improving 
relations with Israel. 

Zborowskl noted that toe Jewish 
community to Pi^and, whlctk once 
numbered more than three million, 
is now eatitooted at between 9,000 
and lOJKW. He described a depress- 
ing visit to the last functioning syn- 
a^gue in Warsaw, where none of the 


congregants was younger than 00 
and it was only wito great dlftlciilty 
that a minyan (quorum) was 
mustered, 'l^ta to other formerly 
thriving Jewish centre! were equally 
depressing, with imly three Jews 
attending the synagogue to Cracow 
Just nine Jews left in Bialyetok.* 
The presa confermiee was bIm ad- 
dressed by Anshel Reiss, president 
of toe World Federation of PoUsb 
Jews, who otitUned the federation’s 
clolms from the FoUsh 
government. Hieee Include social 
security payments to former Polish 
Jews and ti^ transfer of property 
belonging to Jewish Institutions to 
for tbe purpose of setting up 
a fund to preserve the culture end 
traditions of toe former Polish 
Jewish community.

The exhiLlt's organlien, who had 
anticipated 19,000 overflow 
sightseers from the highly puhllclied 
Soviet show, were delighted not only 
by the number bat by ^ diversity of 
the 87.000 visitors. Mrs. Janice 
'Kjunenir-Resnldk, the youthful 
'^director of the Gammisakm on Soviet 
Jewry, estimates that three- 
quarters of the visitors were non- 
Jewlsh, with a high percentage of 
• blacks, Mexloaa-Amerlcans and 
Orientals. To many of these, the ex- 


hibit was not only a first introduction 
to Soviet Jewry but also to any 
Jewish contact whatsoever. 

“Are you really Jewiah?*' the 
guides were asked frequently by 
wlte-eyed visitors. 

Particularly pleasing were the dai- 
ly group fours by students ftom 
CathoUc and Protestant sehoois and 
the solid support of COfftstian clergy, 
who, assumed all staff duties on 
Satisdays. 

Ctotaide tbe Conventton (tontre. 
alternating congregations and youth 
groups held daily mwQran-vigilB,“ 
wl^ evening symposia and lectures 
on different aspects of the Soviet 
Jewish ezptfleBee were conducted 
by payehlstrists, lawyers, Yld- 
dlshtots, rabtos and artists.

iTHE SITES many of the clubs oe- 
ciqiy are among toe most expensive 
to London, and their elegance and 
history cannot help but reflect on the 
-memben- 

Most of the clubs have intimate 
'comiectioiis with the great names of 
the post. The Athenaeum, Boodle's, 
Brook's and the Travellers', tar ex- 
ample, are all Grade I on the 
Government's list of historic 
buildings. 

The clubs originated as an eadless 
dlatniation of that hour after dinner 
in polite society uhen the women 
withdrew from the table leavlag the 
men to smoke and drink and talk 
about manly things. Rooted to what 
one observer has called '*the un- 
resolved homoaociallty of British 
society,” the clubs have reacted in a 
vazlety of ways to current sexual 
equality. 

At one end Is toe Arts Club, found- 
.ed to 188t> which has recently come 
under new management and has 
complete equality between male and 
female members. At the other end la 
the venerable institution of White's, 
one of the most prestigious clubs 
founded in 1603. 

T.ifcg every other institution tbe 
ohibs have suffered'from Inflation 
end have had to do some radical 
rethinking. Staff salaries and 
ii^aHTig- and maintenance costa have 
soared in recent years and the 
general economic tightening has 
p]^o(}gced a corresponding drap to 
membership ~ when reviewing per- 


oonal finances what more natural 
than to drop a club that is only used 
* occasionally? 

Tbe clubs have met tbe challenge 
in a variety of ways, ^e Reform 
Club for instance is currently asking 
£36 (IL700) from each of its 
members, while the Royal 
'Automobile Club has just announced 
that if it cannot raise £1.5m. 
(IL42m.> to the next four yean, then 
it will have to close down. 

Traditionally the subscriptlona 
paid for toe overheads, and the other 
services paid for themselves. Now 
that this la no longer true, and rais- 
ing subscriptions any further merely 
drives sway members, the clubs are 
dependent on encouraging memben 
to use the faculties more. As a result, 
catering has become more impor- 
tant and more professionsl. 

A few ore known to provide ex- 
cellent food while most of tbe others 
provide lunch and dinner at very 
reasonable prices. Some, like 
Brook's, have redecorated aind so 
are In great demand for private par- 
ties since few restaurants can match 
the splendour of tbelr ntoeteentb- 
ceatury interiors or their old world 
charm. 

Not many, though, have gone so 
far to changing with tbe times as has 
the Arts Club which now boasts of a 
family breakfast and a gotirmet 
diimer complete with entertainment 
and a disco. But ft seems to work and 
the membership has more than 
doubled in the past five years. 

The continuation of the clubs can 
be seen as a charming eurvivai of a 
vanished age or as a pathetic relic of 
all that was wrong with the Ehnpire. 
But toe clubs have always been the 
special haven of older men and It 
seems Utely that some of the bejeon- 
ed young mte of today will welcome 
the unbroken tranquillity of the 
smoking room in their declining 
years, even if the wife is sharing tbe 
neighbouring armchair.

TB0 ANNUAL event always con- 
tains an element of surprise, as the 
programme is open to sllHtomers. 

No tufftT- matfo" about the perform- 
ing bodies or tbelr programmes 
was available In print. Nor was any 
forthcoming from the emeeei whose 
totally tnawc announcements only 
detracted from the otherwise fostive 
and expectant atmosphere. Every 
group was allotted the same 
period of time without consideration 
of the quality of the presentation: 
favourites with the audience were 
driven off the atage without being 
able to aatiafy toe temand tor more, 
while the next group probably could 
have been done without. 

Sitting eonscientloualy through the 
whole programme, from 6 p.m. till 
neorty mlctoigbt, like most other peo- 
ple (who bad paid a lot of money for 
their tickets) , I did not dare to leave 
my seat for fear of missing 
something special. Obviously, 
offerings were on greatly varying 
leveto and of different cliaraeter — 
the element of contrasts is coe of the 
important and Interesting com- 
ponents of such a programme. 
Though billed as “International 
Choir Marathon,” the backbone of 
the event was provided by the 
Tuebingen Chamber Orchestra, 
which no less thnn five times con- 
tributed their excellent talents: tbe 
Concerto for Three Violins by J.S.. 
Bach, a Vivaldi Concerto and a 
Divertimento by Mozart under their 
conductor Calget, and tbe in- 
strumental accompuiiment to the 
“Stabat Mater” by Pergolesi and 
“The Messiah.”

TH^MOMENTUM of the 
proceedings slowed down somerihat 
with the preseatatian of Pergolesl’s 
“Btahat Mater." It is most 
questionable to include such a alow- 
moving. satieounding — though voy 
beautlfiil — comporitfon 45 minutes 
long in a Marathon like this one. 

The "Cantate Domine” Boys Choir 
from Belgium waa- marvellous, as 
the children are trained to a vocal 
tradition of mellow sound and 


•noteworthy' perfect balance. The 
Tuebinger students gave excellent 
support in the orchest^ accompani- 
ment. and Israeli singers Gila Yaron 
and Wra Zakai sang their solos most 
beautifully. 

The audience's favourite beyond 
doubt was the Church Choif from 
Akranes, Iceland, whose so 
members exhibited spirit and sang 
with lovely rich and warm voices. 
Everybody would have loved to hear 
more of their sin^ng but the 
prolonged applause- did not sreaken 
the emcee's determination to go on 
with the show, as many groups 
waited their turns. 

A small choir from Norrkoeping, 
Sweden, partly accompanied by two 
flutes and a bassoon, followed with 
some beautiful arrangements of old 
Christmas carols and several charm- 
ing Swedish songs, leading up to a 
. spirited performance of a Jassy 
“What a Day!” in a rhythmically 
precise and vocally most rewarding 
execution. (They were scheduled to 
appear by themselves at tte Music 
Centre in Ein Earem, and I made a 
point of hearing them again — 
review to come.) 

The .traditional Inclusion of 
Handel's “The Messiah” in a Christ- 
mas programme suffered this Mtrtp 
from the severe handleap that 4t 
started very late and apparently had 
to be cut drastically to a few ex- 
cerpts. The Baylor University choir 
from Waco, Texas, and their soloists 
were so well prepared, and the 
Tuebtoger strings (plus some wind 
players and timpani from the 
Jerusalem Symphony) were so alert 
that the renditions passed smoothly 
without mishaps, despite the conduc- 
tor who seemed at a loss about tempi 
and enJLries. The work deserves a 
bigger and better performance, 
probably outside a marathon of 
these proportions.

budget 'What they want are detailed 
and specific proposals for cuts in 
various expenditures, with ex- 
planations. They also want more ex- 
planations on revenues and esq>en- 
ditures which have not been spelled 
out clearly enough in the draft 
bu<4:^. 


The Alignment members of the 
Finance Cmmlttee are, in addition 
to the general criticisms which they 
share with some coalition members, 
unhappy with the structure of Uie 
budget. They want to eee more 
money spent (m development and 
less on consumption. 

Another criticism Is that the 
. Treasury’s forecasts of the price in- 
flation in 1978 are unrealistic, and 
they want to have updated forecasts.

can be little doubt that an incresise In 
exports is more Important, from the 
viewpoint of official economic 
policy, than a larger supply of rental 
flats.

REHOVOT. — "We must come to 
your country and see how you do it," 
a Venezuelan farmer exclaimed 
recently, when he heard about 
Israel’s extraordinary peanut crop. 
This was related by Prof. Amram 
Ashri, chairman of the Genetics and 
Breeding Group in the Faculty of 
Agriculture of tiie Hebrew Universi- 
ty, here. 

The internationally recognized 
peanut ej^rt was,telllng coHeagueS 
a'bout his recent consultixig mission 
to Mexiew, Peru, Panama and Hon- 
duras under aus^es of the XJN Food 
and Agriculture Organization. His 
function was to study what these 
major importers of edible vegetable 
oil could extract from peanuts, 
safflower, sunflower and sesame 
seeds. He was authorised to 
reeommendati<»i8 for projects worth 
up to a quarter of a million dollars, 
geared to increase the vegetable oil 
production of these cotmtrles. 

Wherever he told of Israel’s 
peanut yield (about 22,000 tons on 
65,000 dunams) he met stunned ad- 
miration. Venezuela’s acreage had 
increased'- from next to notMiig 20 
years ago -to 300,000 dunams but the 
government was not pleased with 
these results, as officials told him. 

Just before leaving on the mission. 
Dr. Ashri had supervised the plan- 
ting of sesame In Israel, whose seeds 
had been sent to Mexico for planting 
there at the same time. To see the 
peanut variety we are developing 
here in a field thousand of miles 
away Just a few days later, and to be 
able to follow up the ageing process, 
was especially fascinating, he said. 
Another pleasant experience on Ms 
trip was to find that the highest 
peanut yielder was the Golden I-bred 
variety developed in Israel, which 
was growing successfully in 


I Panama. Mexico, Venezuela and 
throughout the U.8. peanut belt. 

Israeli peanuts are of such hi^ 
quality that they command prices ne 
other country can compete vdth, and 
they are universally in demand for 
the edible market Peanuts are ex- 
ported not only for roasting, but their 
extract is used for peanut butter, as 
a carrier to melt cosmetic 
preparations, as a meat extender 
and as protein for animal feed. ' 

Last year the escort figure reach- 
ed $9.5m. from a yield of 13,160 tons, 
of which 1,500 were kernels and 
about 9,000 peanuts in staells. It 
would pay to sell all the peanut yield 
abroad for the edible market. Prof. 
Ashri believes, and to import the 
amount needed here, for oil, because 
there would still be considerable 
profit. . 

Not nearly so optimistic are 
members of the Israel Groundnut 
Production and Marketing Board, 
representing the farmers. TThile 
Israeli peanuts are an excellent crop 
for export, whose international 
i^utation was based on advanced 
research in cultivation, pest control 


and mechanized harvesting, this 
year the yield had experienced a 
.serious setback. This was due to the 
heavy rainfalT early In the season, 
which had damag^ considera'ble 
crops In the Shanm area. 

The anticlpated'erop of 12,(M0 tons 
would be reduced by 25 per cent as a 
result of the 100 mm. of rainfall. 

Unless farmers get sufficient 
profits from their work^ Ya'akov 
Harari, managing director of the 
Groundnut Board says, they may 
switch to cotton or other industrial 
crops, which ^eld lazger incomes. 

This would be a pity, be adds, con- 
sidering what an excellent ei^ort 
product we are dealing with, which 
is much in demand abroad because 
of its size and quality. Peanuts are a 
dry product; they do not require 
special carriers and can be shii^ed 
all year rotmd. A full 70 per cent of 
the crop goes to Western Eurape, 
with Switzerland and France the 
leading markets. 

“We will have to wait and see how 
the New Economic Policy affects 
us," Harari says, not too cheerfully.

The list includes 294 hotels with 
oyer 28,000 rooms, ranging in price 
from 84 to $28 per person in a double 
room.

tourists. Agents often reeelve 
sizeable reductions. 

Meanwhile, in an attempt to shave 
expenses, the Hotel Assoclatian has 
set up an economic commlaalon. 
First on the agenda ext the commis- 
sion is Joint marketing whicdi. it is 
boped. will result in lower prices for 
products used by all the hotels. 

At the same time, the commission 
is conducting a survey to determine 
the hotels' most pressing needs.

WINDING OP tlie longest parliamentary del»te in tlie cous' 
try's history, the Knesset last night voted to "take note” of the 
Prime Mlal^r's peace plan, thus granting hitn whatever man* 
date he considered necessary to press on with the diplomatic ef- 
fort. a 

The approval was less than overwfae!n;(ng, even though the 
resolution feU short of outright endorsement of the plan itself. 
Even in saying "aye" many Knesset Uembers expressed their 
trust more' in Mr. Beil's leadership than in his specific 
pi^osals. This is something for the Premier to ponder — along 
with the relevant oonunenli, disproportionately critical, made 
by both opposition and coalition spokesmen. 

Certainly Mr. Begin has demonstrated daring and imc^na- 
tion. It is easy enough to contend that the Premier was lk>und, 
sooner or later, to reconcile the demands of ideology with the ex- 
igencies of reality. But the trazisition could not have been at all 
easy. Thus, for the resolutely magnanimous, indeed magnifi- 
cent, in vdiich he has responded to President Sadat's bold 
initiative, the Premier deserves the nation’s unstinting 
gratitude. 

Nevertheless many of the questions about the peace plan, and 
Its management, raised in the House yesterday are legittoate. 

Mr. Begin was no doubt right in proceedtag on the assumption 
that the cession of Sinai back to Egyptian sovereignty was an in- 
eluctable condition of any settlement with Egypt. The Israel 
presence in Sharm e-Shelkh and In the Rafiah approaches has 
served a purpose, and could not be ignored: but it could not be 
allowed to determine the map of peace. ^ 

Yet the alacrity with which the Premier offered to surrender i 
Sinai, as his opening gambit in the negotiations, rightly per- 
turbed many of the ibesset Members. Surely it was at least 
arguable that the international firontier in the south did not 
represent the "secure and recognised boundary" provided for 
•In Resolution 242. 

In acting'as be did, the chief Israel n^otiator threw away, at 
the start, what might have been viewed as his most powerful 
card in discussions on the future of the Palestinian territories. 

Apparently Mr. Begin believed that by making so generous a 
gesture on Sinai be would Increase chances of gaining Mr. 
Sadat’s acceptance of bis autonomy project for Judea, Samaria 
and Gasa. In this he has not yet succeeded. He has however 
aroused profound mixletles among both "hawks" and "doves" 
of nearly all Knesset faction& 

While in Washington Mr. Begin publicly agreed that his 
proposed autonomy could also be described as self- 
determination for West Bankers and Gazans. This ted to the con- 
clusion that the areas would be slated for eventual statehood : a 
fearsome prospect to most Israelis. 

Yesterday the Premier, aided 1^ Ids Foreign Minister, sought 
to minimize any such fears. In point of fact, Mr. Dayan s^d, 
autonomy was the one practical way of preventing the forma- 
tion of a second Palestinian state. 

This mlght.be true if Jordan proves willing to cooperate. 
Perh^>8 IQng Hussein will have to be given a few more incen- 
tives than now appear on the surface. 

Yet Mr. Begin portrayed his scheme as very nearly final, and 
not subject to any sutntantial'modJfications.

Nevertheless," in an increasingly taxed society, there is I 
widespread resentment against toe cosy treatment that this I 
particular industrial sector seems to be enjoying.

One armistice agreement followed 
naturally from, the other; once Egypt 
had set toe example. Similarly, a 
peace agreement, between Xsrael.and 
Egypt Is essentiai.today if there is to 
be any hope of peace between iBwel 
and her three neiAbours. We 
to fact, seen bowm otoer three are 
faolcfing back at leaM until Ihey see 
the outcome of the negotiattons with 
Egypt. 

The best — and probably the only 
— way of arriving at an overall 
peace in the Middle Bastia to ensure 
that there is first an agreemezrt 
between Egypt and Israel; the 
others, even with a seemingly 
recalcitrant Syria, wQl follow in due 
course. 

When Presldenf Sadat and Prime 
Minister Begin etress that they an 
woridng for an agreement that will .

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A journalistic double standard 


IT XS A SOURCE of deep regret in 
Israel that David Holden, chief 
foreign correspondent of “The Sun- 
day nmes," was mmdered in Cairo 
at the beginning of this month. We 
are sorry not because we entertained 
particular feelings of friendship 
towards him, but because the killing 
of any human being is a tragic event. 

• Harold Evans, editor of "The Sun- 
day Times," pc^ a moving tribute 
to his late at^-member in the Issue 
of December 18. But he cites in that 
same article a broadcast about 
Olden's death by an Israeli radio 
reporter. Michael Almaz in order 
to point up how "gracelessly" 
Holden was abused by some, and In 
what a "mean sjtirlt" his demise was 
greeted to eeri^aln quarters. 

I^nat Almaz did was to describe 
Holden as pro-Arab and antL-Israeli. 
a man whose “hatred for Israel was 
80 deep that he occasionally publish- 
ed outright lies.” He gave an ex- 
.ample: Holden had "once reported 

— before Amin came Into power 

— that Israel was building a dam in 
Uganda which would damage the 
NUe in Egypt.” 

Mr. Evans Implies that Almaz’s 
accusations are untrue and the 
product of a sick mind; and be does 
refute one of the allegations, that 
Bolden was behind the reports on 
torture published in "The Sunday 
Ilmea." We must accept toot Almaz 
was mistaken. 

But Ehrans says nothing about the 
Uganda dam story.. Does he believe 
toe toraells really, did build a dam 
with that nefarious purpose in mind? 
If Holden wrote that th^ did, then he 
was — in truth — a liar. 

But was it proper, on tfals- 
emotional occasion, to say he was a 
liar? Evans thinks it was not proper. 
The reader is given the Impression 
that Almaz la a shrill, partisan 
Israeli who behaves in a manner un- 
becoming to a gentleman. (Evans 
quotes an ungentlemanly Syrian, 
.too, ao he is apparently trying to be 
fair.) . 

BUT IS HE right in. condemning 
Almaz? It must be remembered that 
the reporter was simply giving 
background information on an event 
that may have been distressing tor 
personal reasons to Holden's friends

Almas is reproved for showing bad 
taste in givtog, as part of bis jour- 
nalistic job. a negative report on a 
man just I^ed — while Amett to 
patted on toe back for refraining, 
also as part of his journalistic job, 
from saving the life of a person who 
had decided to set himself on fire. 

TOERE IS more In Evans’s epitaph 
to set Israeli teeth on edge. Holden 
'“n^Kirted — accurately and without 
histrionics — on the demolitions of 
Arab houses and the evictions. Be 
disliked what he saw." But "be did 
not hate Zsrael.” 

Very nice of him. No mention of 
the fact that the houses were 
demolished because they had been 
used to accommodate murderoue 
terrorists, or to store explostvee 
designed for use agatost dvUians. 
^e reader gets the impression from 
Ehrans’s pfanwlng that Zsraella blow 
up Arab houses out of spite. I con- 
sider this presentation “gracelesa" 
indeed. 

A word about the broader perspeo- 
tive. torael to not in the occupied 


areas because it to greedy to conquer 
forei^ terr i tories it does not need. 
Britain did to her time do precisely 
that.
